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We bave received advices from Europe to the
evening of the 16th instant:—

The Posltion of Allalrs,

The intelligence which we publish to day from
Burope 1= wmportant. The edorts of Napoleon
10 secure an armistice seem to have fallad en.
tirely, and the Kmperor acws os if he had been
paralyzed by the success of the

russians. It 18 evident that only the mosi
important concessions will induee Willlam to
pause in his career ol unprecedented military
success, The buttle of Aschattenburg has put
the #uishing siroke to the destruction ot the
Auvsirian army ; and we are prepared to belteve
that even the empire of Francis Joseph 15 in
daneer ol disruption.

It is quite probable that Vienna i« now in the
possession of the Prussians; snd unless the
Austrinms sue for peace upon condit ons the
most flattering Lo the Prossians, there 18 no tell
ing where the war will cease. It j8 very evidont
that Prussin will secure entire dominion in Ger-
many, and possibly in Hungary and elsewhere,

Perhape Napoleom may succeed with another
fcheme 1n securing peace, but the probability is
that he is single-handed in tbis business of
iriendly medintion; sud if so, he will tuke care
that no importunt results ensue, There are in-
dientions, however, that Napoleon and Bismurk
have a perfect understanding in the matter
togither, and in the end we may €ee these two
leaders dividing the spoils of great empires be-
tween them,

France s alieady extended to the Rhine, and
Venetin will soon be incorporated o its terri-
tory. More thao this Napoleon searcely desires
at precent, Bismark is even more jealous ol his
country's honor and glory: he g fighting to get
possession of one great empire and roin another.

In the gccupation of Brunu and Iglan the
Pruesians have struck mines of weaslth, Both
are noted munufaciuring centres, and the former
is called the Menche.dei of Moravin, Althongh
Francis Jorepn has declured Vienna an open
city, ite occupation by the Prussians will be of
vaet advantage to them In many ways. and
Francis Joseph will tind that bis campaign of
the Danu%e will be as disastrous to him a8 hus
been that of the Elbe,

Unless there be o meeting between the cou-
tending sovercigns before Vienna for pacific
purposes, it is rearomuble to suppose that the
war will continue during the entire summer and
fall, and if so, tke “*dark roliing Dapube” will
run with blood.

General Cialdinl is advancing steadily upon
Venice, and a8 the Ausiran aruy is retiving
nupon # very uncertain base, and has no commu-
nication with Vienna, we may look for its dis-
com fiture and capture in a very short time, Tt
will be a glorious thing for Italy if, alter all her
reverses, she should suceeed now in conquering
ber unity. It sbe does, she should nover cense
to thank Prossia for the opportumity given and
the assirtance rendered.

The Conditlon of Aunsiria Heviewed by
an Anstrian,
Correspondence of the Augsbury Gasette,

VIENNA, July B.—In the course of & week we
bave Lived years, and the flosdtide of events
changes 1he situnnon with hghtoing speed. The
firgt reports from the Northern army were
dreadiul; they produced the impression of a
disorder such as hitherto was ungnown with
Austrlan armies, and, accerding even to Prus
siun reports, did not actually ocour in the battle
of Konipggratz (Sadowa), The several parts
of the parly are joining sgain, and will gfand
under the walls of Olmutz by o-worrow. Dene-
dek songht death in the bawde, Ramming and
Gablenz, according to latest reports, have proved
themselves worthy ol their good name, Of the
Austniau soldiers public opinion is everywhere
convinced that they fight heroically. This fame
will not be lessened by the campa'gn in Bohe-
mwia, But the tactical dispositions of the Com-
mander-in-Chict, the command of several cer
tain corps d'armee, and part!ly the management
ol the Subsisterce Department, was exceedingly
faulty., Nevertheless, the loss ol oune batlie
could never have had so depressing effects {1 onr
rulers had been conscious that they are the
repregentatives ol the public spirit, borne up by
the conudence of the people. However g
nious, experienced, and well meaning a states-
men may be to-day, without a broad connection
with the citizens; and without the congcionsness

Switzerland. But of this nerecaiter. For the
present there I8 yet in Hungary wn untouched
siream of power ana manliness; this to free from
the ban should be our next task. And in other
rovinees the prople are much more COUrageous
fhan is believed: but it must not be losked uvon
witn the eyes of those Bubeminn suthorities,
who were first in flght and behind in every-

thing elee, Vienna also has higher and
nobler desires thap 1o be saved from the
danger of an invasion, Considering the

enorwoug Prussian Josses, the flanking posi-
tion of the army at Oimutz, the vast distance
from there to the Danube, the prospective
liberation of our Bouthern army, sud the toreat
ening attitade of Napoleon, our military condi-
tion appeacs anything else but hopeleas.  Uur
olitical and tinancial relatlons pertend greater
angers. An armistice of six weeks seems
either too long or 100 short, That Austria,
exclusive of Venetis, should suffer & loss of
territory, we do not believe; butio the futare
conseqrences lies the danger. Bhall these not
consume us, not & moment ought to be passed to
tree the powers of the people, to correst the
regent evils through & free exoreésion ot pub-
ic sentiment and opinion, and by the cullure
of knowledge, o' mind, snd of labor, to con-
stitute the busis for & sound orpanization of the
m'.!';':é hewdquarters of the Prossian army, under
the King, have heen advanced to Bruno.

The Iimes of the 16th eays:—Whatever forces
the Austrisn Governm snt mey have succeded in
gathering around Vienns, it _is stall doubtiul
whether it will itself be equal to the task of
withstanding the vietorious Prussians, who, ac-
cerding to a1l caloulations, shovld assemblo be
fore Vienna w-morrow or the day after.

entirely out of the water, and she could only
crawl along at asnall's pace. The passengers
all this time were huddied together as close as
they could crowd.

In this most nncomforiable manner she took
about thirteen hours to reach the eluy, Ianding
at the Washington street whart about nine
o'clock this morping. The passeogers, as they
landed, looked to be unything put in & happy
irame of mind, Tired and jaded, and wearied
with their long and uncomfortable trip, they
pame along in ecrowds. No one who saw their
jaces would dream of its being an exoursion of
pleasure.

Too much cannot be snid in cepsure of the

whole affair, It was gotten up in & manner
thut reflected great diseredit on the projectors
of it, if It does not subject them to » eriminal
prosecution. They defrauded the public by
jnlsely representing that there would only be a
hmiled number of tickets fssued, 20 &< to -
sure comiort and safety to those going on the
axcursion.
E The anxiety through the city this moraing
wis very great concerning the salety of the
boat aud passengers, as she was= reported all
around to be lost, ‘I‘be feelings of indignation
were very intense, and justly so. Buch outra
sous irauds will be sternly trowned down upon
ﬁg the public. It was, to sum up everything, a
most d?sgracelul affair. On her way up the
Kennebee passed the Swan going down, also very
much crowded,

Destruction of the Susquehanna Bridge.

Havre-pe-Guacs, July 26.—A terrible toroado
visited this viclnity about 7 o'clock last evening.
The threatening musses of' clonds, which hong
around the horizon from norihenast $ weat
during the afternoon, rapidly concenirated
vorth ot this point, and at the above-named hoor
the storm burst upon us with irresistible tury,
uprooting trees, prostrating houses, and doing
much other damaye, :

The masniveent new bridge of the Philadel-
phin, Wilmington, and Baltimore Halltosd Cum-
pany, spanming the rviver at this point, some
twentv-ive feet above tidewate®, encountered
the violence of the storm, It trembled for a
moment, and then was hurled down from ite
pwrs into the river with a ternific crash.,

Ten spans of the bridge, ench 250 feet long,
the labor of months, were rendered a complete
wreek, the river and bay being strewed with its
detrs for miles. Only one span, on the Ceell
side, remains,

The loss cannot fall short of §200,000, and is
perhaps much greater,

Severnl workmen were carriod into the river
with the falling spans, but were rescued,

Without this disaster, the Company confidently
expected to have the bridge ready for travel in
nipety days,

To-day several tugs are travelling the river
and bay =aving the wrecked material, and the
disnster, although serious, will be promptly met
by the enerey of the Company.
